THE WORLD IN MINIATURE. 


B rooklyn is suffering an invasion of po­ 
tato bugs.

The reports from Chicag o throw some n<i- 
ditioual lig ht ou the Cronin murder. 
A 
policeman named Loug hlin lias been arrested, 
charg ed with hav ing hired the white horse 
and bug g y which carried the doomed doctor 
to the house in which the murder was com 
milieu, on the nig ht of his disappearance. 
The proof is strong ag ainst Loug hlin, and ho 
is held a prisoner without bail. 
He is known 
to hav e hail companions on that nig ht, but is 
apparently anx ious to conceal them, and his 
stories are confused and crooked. 
Sev eral 
my sterious strang ers are remembered by dif­ 
ferent witnesses to hav e been in the city on 
priv ate business about the same time, and 
the plot is g radually being unrav eled. 
The 
Su n has a story this morning of Cronin’s 
sentence to death by a faction of the Clan-na- 
Gael society ,on the accusation of being a spy , 
his accuser being the notorious Le Caron, 
lie 
was tried, conv icted and condemned without 
being g iv en an opportunity to defend him­ 
self, or ev en a notification of the proceeding . 
Unsuspicious of dang er himself, he was 
shadowed by a detectiv e employ ed by triends 
to protect him, and the murder was delay ed 
until this detectiv e had been compelled to 
g iv e up the duty from ex haustion. 
The 
May or of the city promises to hunt the mur­ 
derers down, reg ardless'of labor or ex pense. 
But the ease with which Tascott and Mc- 
Gonig le skipped away does not arg ue fav or­ 
able for the skill and energ y of the Chicag o 
detectiv e force,and other ag encies will proba­ 
bly be called upon to assist.

Leg islatures without continually damag ing 
his reputation. 
He cannot afford to allow 
the Prohibition amendment to g o to the 
people, which it will assuredly do in 18 9 0, if 
the nex t Leg islature is Republican in both 
houses. 
And he needs a Democratic Senate 
to confirm his nominations to powerful of­ 
fices of Democrats of the Hill stripe in place 
of Republicans aDd Clev eland Democrats 
whom he has been unable to remov e. 
The Senate contains 20 Republicans uud 12 
Democrats. 
It contained one Republican 
more and one Democrat less prev ious to the 
death of Hon. Henry B. Low of the Orang e-

Queens and Suffolk counties, the fourth, lo 
eated wholly in Brookly n, the eig hth, located 
w holly in New York city , the twelfth, com 
posed of Westchester and Rockland, the sev 
euteenth, composed of Albany county , and 
the twenty -sev enth, composed of Chemung 
Steuben and Alleg any . 
The latter contains 
the city of Elmira, which the Gov ernor 
claims as his political strong hold, 
Here arc 
six districts, and the g ain of all of them 
added to the present Democratic number 
would g iv e the Gov ernor eig hteen and leav e 
the Republicans only fourteen. 
W ithout taking into account the Gov ern 
or’s waning popularity , and the ev ident fact 
that he is losing streng th and public eonfi 
dencc ev ery where, we will consider some of 
the obstacles that he has to ov ercome. In the 
first district Senator Hawkins was elected in 
18 8 7 by a plurality of only 114. 
Last fall 
Mr. Clev eland carried it by 1,09 3 ov er Gen. 
Harrison, but Hill’s unpopularity was shown 
by a majority of only 7 8 0 ov er Miller. 
In 
18 8 5 Hdl carried the district by 1,311. 
The 
two counties are chiefly rural, aud not likely 
to be mov ed to g reater lov e for Hill by his 
v etoes of hig h license and ballot reform. 
If 
they understand that Hill wants them to 
send him a Senator w'hom he can own, they 
w ill find in the fact a v ery g ood reason for 
electing a Democrat. 
The fourth district elected J acob Worth, 
Republican, in 18 8 7 , by 9 00 plurality . 
This 
district v oted heav ily for both Clev eland and 
H ill. 
The possibility of retaining a Republi­ 
can Senator apparently rests on the popular­ 
ity of W orth, who carried it also in 18 8 5 by 
9 53 majority . 
The eig hth district was carried by Senator 
VanCott in 18 8 7 by a majority of 4,8 08 . 
In 
the same district Mr. Gibbs’s unpopularity de­ 
feated him in 18 8 5 by a majority of 1,545, 
but it is reliably Republican in a fair tig ht. 
W e hav e not the fig ures of other elections. 
It was represented for sev eral y ears by that 
sterling Republican, Robert II. Stratum. 
The twelfth district elected W m. II. Rob­ 
ertson in 18 8 7 by a plurality of 39 6. 
It is a 
Dem ocratic district, but J udg e Robertson al­ 
w a y s carries it when a candidate, and he pro­ 
poses to run ag ain nex t fall. 
Gov . Hill car­ 
ried the district last fall by 1,258 majority , 
w hile Clev eland’s majority was 2,07 4. In 18 8 5 
H ill’s majority was 2,013. 
This looks bad 
fo r the Gov ernor’s plaDs. 
A s H ill ran ahead of Clev eland in Albany , 
aDd as Russell’s majority in 18 8 7 was ohly 
eig ht, the district seems hardly debatable 
g round unless the Republicans succeed in 
ttarmonizing their differences there, 
Hill 


carried the distiict last fall by 2,8 9 3. ag ainst 
1.9 7 7 in 18 85. 
The nex t aud last district which the Gov ­ 
ernor hopes to win, the twenty -sev enth, 
elected J . Sloat Fassett, Republican, in 18 8 7 , 
by 1,560 majority , and in 18 8 5 by 3,140. The 
distiict was badly div ided in 18 8 7 , whereas it 
is solidly united in fav or of Mr. Fassett this 
y ear. 
It is a notable fact that of the 1.503 
Democratic g ain in the district, only 210 came 
from Chemung county and hence can be as 
eribed to the Gov ernor’s influence. 
The ma­ 
jority ag ainst Hill in the district was 4,28 1 in 
18 8 8 , 
whereas it was only 2,545 in 18 8 5, 
thoug h he was then opposed by a candidate 
who resided in the district. 
Out of the six districts thus selected for 
capture, there is therefore a fair probability 
of winning only three, those in King s, New 
York and Albany . 
The first, twelfth and 
twenty -sev enth are, with g ood manag ement, 
clearly bey ond his reach. 
Now’ what are his 
chances of retaining all the districts already 
represented by Democrats ? The six teenth, 
composed of Rcnsselatr and Washing ton, is 
strong ly Republican, and g av e majorities of 
4,146 for Harrison and 3,157 for Miller last 
fall. 
It also elected a Republican Cong ress­ 
man 
by 
3,9 22 
majority . 
It 
had not 
elected a Democratic Senator before the 
present one since 18 7 7 . 
The eig hteenth dis- 
strict, composed of Saratog a, Schenectady , 
Fulton and Montg omery , is also accidentally 
represented by a Democrat, had been prev i­ 
ously represented by Republicans steadily 
since 18 69 , aud last fall g av e majorities of 
4,335 for Harrison, 4,103 for Miller, and 
3,9 22 for a Republican Cong ressman. 
And 
finally the twenty -ninth district, composed of 
Monroe and Orleans, which elected a Demo­ 
cratic Senator in 18 37 for the first time siuce 
its org anization, g av e majorities last fall of 
6,036 for Harrison, 3,9 55 for Miller, aud 
6,9 15 for the Republican candidates for Con­ 
g ress. 
Unless the Gov ernor is emulous of the 
fame of Calv in S. Brice as a rainbow chaser, 
he will probably abandon a scheme which is 
sure to end in defeat, and address himself to 
the work of sav ing his party from more seri­ 
ous disaster than has y et ov ertaken it. 
Out­ 
side of the slum districts of two or three 
cities ho will find the people array ed ag ain-t 
him more solidly than ev er before. 
They 
want ballot reform and hig h license, and will 
not put into his hands any new weapons of 
obstruction.

IHE CRONIN MYSTERY. 


The reports from Chicago throw some ad 
ditioaal light on the Cronin murder. 
A 
policeman named Loughfin has been arrested, 
charged with having hired the white horse 
and buggy which carried the doomed doctor 
to the house in which the m urder was com 
milieu, on the night of his disap|tearance 
The proof is strong against Laughlin, and ho 
is held a prisoner w ithout bail. 
Ile N know n 
to have had companions on that night, h ut is 
apparently anxious to conceal them, and his 
stories are confused and crooked. 
Several 
mysterious strangers are rememliered by dif 
ferect witnesses to have been in the city on 
private business alinit the same time, and 
the plot is gradually tieing unraveled. 
T he 
Sun bas a story this m orning of C ronin’s 
sentence to death by a faction of the Clan-na* 
Gael society.on the accusation of bt ing a spy, 
his accuser tieing the notorious LeCaron. 
lie 
was tried, convicted and condemned w ithout 
being given an opportunity to defend h im ­ 
self, or even a notification of the proceeding. 
Unsuspicious of danger himself, he w as 
shadowed by a detective employed by friends 
to protect him, and the m urder was delay. ii 
until this detective had been compelled to 
give up the duty from exhaustion. 
T h e 
Mayor of the city promises to liuut the m u r­ 
derers down, regardless'of lalior or expense. 
But the ease with which Tascott anil Mc- 
Gonigle skipped away does not argue fav o r­ 
able for the skill and energy of the Chicago 
detective force,and other agencies will proba 
bly be called upon to assist. 
The Cronin tragedy indicates the introduc 
tion 
of 
a 
new 
elem ent 
of 
m urder 
for 
which 
Chicago 
has 
probably 
been 
selected 
a* 
favorite 
w orking 
ground. 
Scarcely have the Anarchists been 
suppressed and put u|kui their good 
be­ 
havior, when the city finds itself com pelled 
to take the responsibility for differences th at 
should have lieen fought out in Ireland. 
This is not what A m erica bargained for 
when it took up the Irish cause. 
Cronin 
was unquestionably m urdered because he 
disclosed tile fact that m oney contributed to 
the Irish cause by large hearted Am erican 
citizens bad lieen stolen by men who pre­ 
tended to represent that cause in America. 
This fact alone would have been disi-ourag- 
in it, but when it is supplemented with to u r 
der. philanthropy is likely to call a halt.

be fails in this, he will play a losing gam e

lie cannot go on veto­ 
ing reform bill- sent to him by Republican 
Legislatures w ithout continually dam aging 
his reputation. 
Ile cannot afford to allow 
the Prohibition am endm ent to go to the 
people, which it will assuredly do iu INOD, if 
the next Legislature is Republican in both 
I iou scs. 
And he needs a Democratic Senate 
to confirm his nom inations to powerful of- 
flees of Democ rats of the Hill stripe iii place 
of Republicans and Cleveland Democrats 
whom he has been unable to remove. 
The Senate contains 20 Republicans aud 12 
Democrats. 
It contained one Republican 
mon- and one Democrat less previous to the 
death of Hon. Henry B. Low of the Orange- 
Sullivan district, hut the 
Democrats su c­ 
ceeded in capturing it at a special election 
last winter in which less than half the vote 
of the district was cast. 
M r. Hill expects to 
retain this district. 
T he others on which he 
has cast his eyes, we are inform ed by the Al 
buoy Erpreu, ure the fir-t, composed o f 
Queens and Suffolk counties, the fourth, lo ­ 
cated wholly in Brooklyn, the eighth, located 
wholly in New York city, the twelfth, com . 
posed of W estchester anil Rockland, the sev­ 
enteenth, composed of A lbany county, and 
the twenty-seventh, composed of Chem ung 
(Steuben and Allegany. 
T he latter contains 
the city of Elm ira, w hich the G overnor 
claim s us his (x.litkul stronghold, 
Here arc 
six districts, and the gain of all of them 
added to the present Dem ocratic Bu in bur 
w ould give the G overnor eighteen and leave 
the Republicans only fourteen. 
W ithout taking into account the Govern 
o r s waning {lopularity. and the evident fact 
that he is losing strength and public conli 
dencc everywhere, we will consider some of 
the obstacles that he has to overcome, in the 
first district Senator H aw kins was elected in 
1887 by a plurality of only 114. 
Last fall 
M r. Cleveland carried it by 1,093 over Gen 
Harrison, but H ill’s unpopularity was shown 
by a m ajority of only 780 over Miller. 
In 
1885 Hill carried the district by 1,311. 
T he 
tw o counties ure chiefly ru ral, and not likely 
to be moved to greater love for Hill by his 
vetoes of high license and ballot reform. 
If 
they understand that H ill wants them to 
send him a Senator wtiom he can own, they 
will find in the fact a very good reason for 
electing a Dem ocrat. 
The fourth district elected Jacob W orth 
Republican, in 1887, by 900 plurality. 
T h is 
district voted heavily for both Cleveland and 
H ill. 
The possibility of retaining a Republi­ 
can Senator apparently rests on the popular­ 
ity of W orth, who carried it also in 1885 by 
953 m ajority. 
T he eighth district was carried by Senator 
VanCoU in 1887 by a m ajority of 4,808. 
In 
the same district Mr. G ibbs's unpopularity d e­ 
feated him in 1885 by a m ajority of 1,545, 
hut it is reliably R epublican iu a fair tight. 
W e have not the figures of other elections. 
I t wa* represented for several years by th at 
sterling Republican, Robert ll. Strabao. 
T he twelfth district elected W in. II. R ob­ 
ertson in 1887 by a plurality of 396. 
It is a 
Democratic district, but Ju d g e Robertson al­ 
ways carries it when a candidate, and be pro­ 
poses to run again next fall. 
Gov. Hill car­ 
ried the district last fall by 1,258 m ajority, 
while Cleveland’s m ajority was 2,074. In 1885 
Hill’s m ajority was 2,013. 
T his looks bad 
for the Governor’s plans. 
As Hill ran ahead of C leveland in Albany, 
and as Russell's m ajority in 1887 was only 
elfin, the district seems hardly debatable 
ground unless the Republican* succeed in 
lurmonizing their differences there, 
Hill 


carried the district last fall by 2,893. against 
1.977 in 1885 
The next aud last district which the Gov­ 
ernor hopes to win, the twenty-seventh, 
elected J. Sloat Fassett, Republican, iii 1887, 
by 1,560 m ajority, and in 18*5 by 3,140. The 
district wus badly divided in 1887, whereas it 
is solidly united in favor of Mr. Fassett this 
year. 
It is a notable fact that of the 1,503 
Democratic gain in the district, only 210 came 
from Chemung county and hence can be as 
cribed to the Governor’s influence. 
The ma­ 
jority against Hill in the district was 4,2*1 in 
1*88, whereas it was only 2,545 in 18*5, 
though he was then opposed by a candidate 
w ho resided in the district. 
O ut of the six districts thus selected for 
capture, there Is therefore a fair probability 
of winning only three, those in Kings, New 
York and Albany. 
The first, tw elfth and 
twenty seventh are, with good management, 
clearly beyond his reach. 
Now what are his 
chances of retaining all the districts already 
represented by Democrats 7 T he sixteenth, 
composed of Rensseher and W ashington, is 
strongly Republican, and gave m ajorities of 
4,146 for Harrison and 3,157 for Miller last 
fall. 
It also elected a ltepublican Congress 
man 
by 
3,922 
majority, 
It 
had not 
elected a Democratic Senator before the 
present one since 1*77. 
The eighteenth dis 
strict, composed of Saratoga, Schenectady, 
Fulton and Montgomery, Is also accidentally 
represented by a Democrat, had boon previ­ 
ously represented by Republicans steadily 
ainee l v‘69, and last full gave m ajorities of 
4.335 for Harrison, 4,103 for Miller, and 
3,922 for a Republican Congressm an. 
And 
finally the twenty ninth district, composed of 
Moonie and Orleans, which elected a Demo­ 
cratic Senator in 18*7 for the first time since 
its organization, gave m ajorities last fall of 
6,036 for Harrison, 3,955 for Miller, aud 
6,915 for the Republican candidates for Con­ 
gress. 
Unless the Governor is em ulous of the 
fame of Calvin S. Brice as a rainbow chaser, 
he will probably abandon a scheme which is 
sure to end in defeat, aud address himself to 
the work of saving his party from more seri­ 
ous disaster than has yet overtaken it. 
Out 
side of the slum districtsof tw o or three 
cities ho will find the (ample arrayed again t 
him more solidly than ever before. 
They 
want lmllot reform and high license, and will 
not | lilt into his hands any new weapons of 
obstruction.

THE CRONIN MYSTERY. 


The reports from Chicago throw some ad­ 
ditional light on the Cronin murder. 
A 
policeman named Coughlin has been arrested, 
charged with having hired the white horse 
and buggy which carried the doomed doctor 
to the house in which the m urder was com­ 
mitted, on the night of his disappearance. 
The proof is strong against Loughlin, and ho 
is held a prisoner without bail. He is known 
to have had companions on that night, but is 
apparently anxious to conceal them, and his 
stories are coufused and crooked. 
Several 
mysterious strangers are remembered by dif­ 
ferent witnesses to have been in the city on 
private business about the same time, and 
the plot is gradually being unraveled. 
The 
Sun has a story this morning of Cronin’s 
sentence to death by a faction of the Clan-na- 
Gael society,on the accusation of being a spy, 
his accuser being the notorious Le Caron. 
He 
was tried, convicted and condemned without 
being given an opportunity to defend him ­ 
self, or even a notification of the proceeding. 
Unsuspicious of danger himself, he was 
shadowed by a detective employed by triends 
to protect him, and the m urder was delayed 
until this detective had been compelled to 
give up the duty from cxhaustiou. 
The 
Mayor of the city promises to hunt the m ur­ 
derers down, regardless'of labor or expense. 
But the ease with which Tascott and Mc- 
Gonigle skipped away does not argue favor­ 
able for the skill and energy of the Chicago 
detective force,and other agencies will proba­ 
bly be called upon to assist. 
The Cronin tragedy indicates the introduc­ 
tion 
of

which 
Chicago 
has 
probably 
been 
selected 
as 
favorite 
working 
ground. 
Scarcely have the Anarchists been 
suppressed and put upon their good be­ 
havior, wlieu the city finds itself compelled 
to take the responsibility for differences that 
should have been fought out in Ireland. 
This is not what America bargained for 
when it took up the Irish cause. 
Cronin 
was unquestionably murdered because lie 
disclosed the fact that money contributed to 
the Irish cause by large hearted American 
citizens had been stolen by men who pre­ 
tended to represent that cause in America. 
This fact alone would have been discourag­ 
ing, but when it is supplemented with m ur­ 
der, philanthropy is likely to call a halt. 


carried the district last fall by 2,893, against 
,977 in 1885 
The next and last district which the Gov­ 
ernor hopes to win, the twenty-seventh, 
elected J. Sloat Fassett, Republican, in 1887, 
by 1,560 m ajority, and in 18H5 by 3,140. The 
district was badly divided in 1887, whereas it 
is solidly united in favor of Mr. Fassett this 
ear. 
It is a notable fact that of the 1,503 
Democratic gain in the district, only 210 came 
from Chemung county and hence cau be as­ 
cribed to the Governor’s influence.

jority against Hill in the district was 4,281 in 
1888, whereas it was only 2,545 in 1885, 
though he was then opposed by a candidate 
who resided in the district. 
Out of the six districts thus selected for 
apture, there is therefore a fair probability 
of winning only three, those in Kings, New 
York and Albany. 
The first, tw elfth and 
tweuty-seventh are, with good management, 
clearly beyond his reach. 
Now w hat are bis 
chances of retainiug all the districts already 
represented by Democrats ? T he sixteenth, 
composed of Rensseher and W ashington, is 
strongly Republican, and gave m ajorities of 
4,146 for Harrison aud 3,157 for Miller last 
fall. 
It also elected a Republican Congress­ 
man 
by 
3,922 
m ajority. 
It 
had not 
elected a Democratic Senator before the 
present one since 1877. 
The eighteenth dis­ 
tric t, composed of Saratogu, Schenectady, 
Fulton and Montgomery, is also accidentally 
represented by a Democrat, had been previ­ 
ously represented by Republicans steadily 
since 1869, aud last fall gave m ajorities of 
4,335 for Harrison, 4,103 for Miller, and 
3,922 for a Republican Congressman. 
And 
finally the twenty-ninth district, composed of 
Monroe and Orleans, which elected a Demo­ 
cratic Senator in 1837 for the first time siuce 
its organization gave m ajorities last fall of 
6,036 for Harrison, 3,955 for Miller, aud 
6,915 for the Republican candidates for Con­ 
gress. 
Unless the Governor is em ulous of the 
fame of Calvin S. Brice as a rainbow chaser, 
be will probably abandon a scheme which is 
sure to end in defeat, aud address himself to 
the work of saving his party from more seri­ 
ous disaster than has yet overtaken it. 
O ut­ 
side of the slum districts of two or three 
cities ho will find the people arrayed again-t 
him more solidly than ever before. 
They 
want ballot reform and high license, and wi 
not put into liis hands any new weapons of 
obstruction.

The Governor feels the need of a Demo­ 
cratic Senate to co-operate with him. 
lie 
has no 1io|h: of securing the Assembly, con­ 
cerning which the people have a perverse

at 
each succeeding 
elec­ 
tion. 
And 
to 
undertake 
to 
capture 
the Senate is a job so dilficult and ap­ 
parently so hopeless, that the Governor in 
plotting it seems to be moved by a neces­ 
sity absolutely desperate. 
And so lie is. 
if 
lie fails in this, he will play a losing game 
till the end comes, 
lie cannot go ou veto­ 
ing reform bills sent to him by Republican 
Legislatures without continually damaging 
his reputation. 
He cannot afford to allow 
the Prohibition amendment to go to the 
people, which it will assuredly do in 1890, if 
the next Legislature is Republican in both 
houses. 
And lie needs a Democratic Senate 
to coulirm his nominations to powerful of­ 
fices of Democrats of the Ilill stripe in place 
of Republicans and Cleveland Democrats 
whom he has been unable to remove. 
The Senate contains 20 Rcpublicaus and 12 
Democrats. 
It contained oue Republican 
more and one Democrat less previous to the 
death of Hon. Henry B. Low of the Orange 
Sullivan district, but the Democrats suc­ 
ceeded in capturing it at a special election 
last winter in which less than half the vote 
of the district was cast. 
Mr. Hill expects to 
retain this district. 
The others on which lie 
has cast bis eyes, we are inform ed by the A1 
bany Express, are the first, composed of 
Queens and Suffolk counties, the fourth, lo 
cated wholly in Brooklyn, the eighth, located 
wholly in New York city, the tw elfth, com 
posed of W estchester and Rockland, the sev 
euteenth, composed of Albany county, and 
the twenty-seventh, composed of Chemung 
Steuben and Allegany. 
The latter contains 
the city of Elm ira, which the Governor 
claims as his political stronghold, 
Here are 
six districts, and the gain of all of them 
added to the present Democratic number 
would give the Governor eighteen and leav 
the Republicans only fourteen. 
W ithout taking into account the Govern 
or’s waning popularity, and the evident fact 
that lie is losing strength and public conti 
dence everywhere, we will consider some of 
the obstacles that he lias to overcome. In the 
first district Senator Hawkins was elected in 
1887 by a plurality of only 114. 
Last fall 
Mr. Cleveland carried it by 1,093 over Gen 
Harrison, but H ill’s unpopularity was shown 
by a m ajority of only 780 over Miller.

The fourth district elected Jacob W orth 
Republican, in 1887, by 900 plurality. 
This 
district voted heavily for both Cleveland and 
Hill. 
The possibility of retaining a Republi 
can Senator apparently rests on the popular 
ity of W orth, who carried it also in 1885 by 
953 m ajority. 
The eighth district was carried hy Senator 
VanCott in 1887 by a m ajority of 4,808. 
In 
the same district Mr. Gibbs’s unpopularity de 
feated him in 1885 by a m ajority of 1,545 
but it is reliably Republican iu a fair fight 
W e have not the figures of other elections 
I t was represented for several years by that 
sterling Republican, Robert II. Strahan. 
The twelfth district elected W m. II. Rob 
crtson in 1887 by a plurality of 396. 
It is 
Dem ocratic district, but Judge Robertson al 
ways carries it when a candidate, and be pro­ 
poses to run again next fall. 
Gov. Hill car­ 
ried the district last fall by 1,258 m ajority, 
while Cleveland's m ajority was 2,074. In 1885 
H ill’s m ajority was 2,013. 
This looks bad 
for the G overnor’s plans. 
Ae Hill ran ahead of Cleveland in Albany, 
and as Russell’s m ajority in 1887 was ohly 
eight, the district seems hardly debatable 
ground u n le ss the Republicans succeed in 
(lartnonizing tbeir differences there,

ing upo n the last eminence o f visio n, I lo o ked 
hack upo n that fair valley and its surro und­ 
ing hills, beautiful in their sum m er green. 
There tw ined the river, there dro o ped the 
elms, there repo spd the village, there in the 
m o rning light gleamed the turrets o f the co l­ 
lege hails, and there remained the venerable 
aud no ble men at who se feet I had listened to 
wo rds o f piecio us wisdo m. 
The sunlight 
and ho pe o f all life lay befo re me, hut my 
heart was bro ken that I sho uld lo o k upo n 
tho se faces and dwell amo ng tho se scenes no 
mo re. 
T here is a po werful guarantee in the 
universal 
laws 
and 
sensatio ns 
o f 
hum anity, 
that 
when 
they 
lo o k 
hack 
o n 
the 
peace 
and 
gladness 
o f 
o ther 
avs. every bo so m sho uld fetch its heavy 
sigh and everv eye sho uld gro w dim at the 
rem em brance o f them. 
There is so mething 
very sad in the tho ught that they shall be 
lo o ked at no mo re fo rever.” 
Yet we am every day lo o king at men and 
things fo r the last time. 
We meet each o ther 
n the street, shake hands, say a friendly 
wo rd, and then leave each o ther, and never 
meet again. 
Neither he no r I knew that it 
was ‘ tue last tim e.’ 
If we had, w ith ho w 
much m o re earnestness I wo uld have spo ken 
and he listened to the wo rds o f faith and 
ho pe ! 
Always we are saying so mething, 
seeing so m ething, hearing so m ething fo r the 
lust time. 
Perhaps I shall never again see 
so me o f yo ur faces in this wo rld. 
Oh ! yo u 
to who m I have spo ken so o ften the earnest 
wo rd o f cheer and ho pe and lo ve and faith— 
faith in the vast unseen, the great eternal— 
perhaps I shall never speak that wo rd to yo u 
again. 
T o ho w many this ho ur m ay he .‘the 
last tim e.’ ” 
“ R u t all o ur o ppo rtunities co me to us as 
instants, that are here and are go ne. 
And 
go o d, kind friends, this sho uld no t act upo n 
iis as depressio n; we may have in it a stro ng 
mo tive fo r excrtio u. 
Co nsider each thing 
yo u have to do as an o ppo rtunity which may 
never co me again, and use it with the right 
spirit and with full fervency o f will. 
Fo r 
o ppo rtunities do no t return. 
I have walked 
with yo u fo r seven years past. 
I have given 


yo u m any wo rds o f co unsel: yet to -day it 
seems to rue a3 if my so ul were full o f un­ 
spo ken tho ughts that I wo uld po ur into yo ur 
bo so ms as a revenue o f wealth. 
So rich 
wo uld I have yo u he o f all I have to give. 
I 
have w alked with yo u as friends. 
I had an 
o ppo rtunity o l saying so mething true and 
im po rtant, and which 1 believe m ight have 
do ne yo u lasting go o d. 
Rut m any times I 
did 
no t 
say 
it. 
1 tho ught 
yo u m ight 
no t 
be 
ready 
to hear 
it. 
I 
tho ught 
a 
better 
time 
wo uld 
co me. 
I 
tho ught so me lime I wo uld he dressed in a 
better spirit o f Christ to say it. 
Rut the o p­ 
po rtunity is go ne; it will never return. 
‘ It 
is the last tim e.’ 
Other o ppo rtunities may 
return, hut that o ne is fo rever go ne.” 
“ Rc faithful, then; he faithful! 
Use the 
o ppo rtunity—the flying ho ur—which never 
returns. 
And lo o k to Go d fo r strength to 
use it rightly. 
If yo u thiuk that what yo u 
can do o r say is o f little mo ment, remember 
in a!! yo u do fo r the uplifting o f men aDd 
bringing the spirit o f Giiristto their so uls, re­ 
member that by yo ur vo ice Go d speaks, and 
by yo ur arm the Omnipo tent to ils!” 
“ T he fact that any time * is the last tim e’ 
gives it a sudden impo rtance. 
Co nscio us ho w 
habitually it is that things o f sacred duty slip 
away fro m us, I kno w fo r this ‘ last time ’ I 
may exho rt yo u to he earnest in yo ur aspira­ 
tio ns fo r things ho ly and high, aud faithfulin 
every struggle to achieve w hat duty po ints 
yo u to ."

“ Yo u do no t fo rget, dear friends, the 
times when a glo w o f sacredncss has lighted 
up all the fires o f yo ur heart, and ho w speed­ 
ily they went o ut o n yo ur next expo sure to 
the atm o sphere o f the wo rld. 
Yo u may re­ 
member, when ho lding co nverse with so me 
veuerabl’e pasto r o f fo rmer years, o r with o ne 
o f tho se m ighty dead, who still speaks in the 
precio us influence he has left behind him o f 
his ho ly and heavenly co ntemplatio ns, yo u 
may rem em ber ho w they exercised the charm 
that co uld abstract yo u fo r a brief ho ur fro m 
the frivo lities o f life, and po ur into yo ur 
m inds the glo ry o f tho se great truths amo ng 
which they themselves lived.

‘Also o ver 62 families have been added 
to the co ngregatio n, who co ntinue witti 
us.

an 
unequalled 
thing 
in 
any 
church : Of tho se that have attended all the 
means o f 
grace with us with any degree o f 
regularity o nly three wo men abo ve 14 years 
o f age remain unco nverted so far as 1 can 
think o f them and no t mo re than a do zen 
men. 
Pro bably no t mo re than two do zen 
men in the co ngregatio n that are no t mem­ 
bers. 
This is a co nditio n rarely witnessed in 
any co ngregatio n. It is a so urce o f great jo y 
to me that the attendance upo n wo rship has 
co ntinued up to the last as large as ever, ex­ 
cept during the no velty o f my first arrival 
here. 
The prayer meetings have been wo n­ 
derfully well sustained fro m first to last.” 
And the vo ice o f the bride and tbe bride­ 
gro o m are still heard, ever new. in the land. 
I have jo ined in the bo nds o f ho ly m atri­ 
mo ny 28 co uples. 
May the skies Ire fair and 
blue abo ve them , aud divine mercy 
arch 
them up to the po rtals o f the 
beautiful 
gates.” 
“ Ho w new death is ulso ! I have sto o d with 
o u in the so rro w o f 102 funerals. 
O, sad 
ieath! O, sweet death! W e call it death, but 
it is Go d’s gift o f a new life to each o f us. 
It co mes to us that o ur tho ughts may no t be­ 
co me to o fixed and that o ur life may no t be 
to o hard. 
It do es fo r us, o n a larger scale, 
what every night do es fo r us. 
At the clo se 
o f a day’s wo rk night co mes, bringing gen­ 
tle sleep, which lifts us away fro m o ur tu r­ 
bulent existence, presses its so ft band o n o ur 
ho t bro w and makes all things new within.

It was the last time yo u saw 
them upo n earth, hut the first time yo u 
tho ught o f them in heaven. 
Fro m that ho ur

“ O ppo rtunity go es, but inspiratio n co mes. 
Tim e go es, but eternity co mes. 
T he hum an 
go es, the divine co mes. 
The earthly Jesus 
go es, but Christ in spirit co mes. 
Tbe wo rld 
passes away, but heaven co mes; the heaven o f 
a sweeter lo ve, lo ftier ho pe, mo re genero us 
charity, m aking all things new and all things 
fair.” 
There is, therefo re, no necessary sadness 
in ’ last tim es.’

Christ is an ever present po wer, ready to 
vitalize the so ul whenever we o pen its sacred 
do o rs fo r it to co me in. 
It will I k - an ever 
present po wer o f lo ve, which will ho ld us in 
its all em bracing arms as a mo ther ho lds her 
little infant. 
T he po wer o f that Divine 
Spirit will cause all things to wo rk to gether 
fo r go o d. It is an ever-present spirit, and will 
teach us to say and to do , give us peace, 
make us so urces o f imperishable influences, 
save us fro m evil and inspire o ur hearts with 
genero us and no ble sentiment. 
This will 
give all 
existence 
a 
charm, make 
life 
fair and full o f lo ve, and the end o f it to be 
heaven. 
Oh heaven ! heaven is so fair and 
beautiful. 
N o w —fo r the 
last tim e—with 
these po o r hands— and all the lo ve o f my 
po o r heart—I turn yo ur faces to wards the 
light, and bid yo u jo y ! 
When Jo hn sto o d 
and his disciples with him fo r the last time, 
seeing Jesus pass aio ng the ho rizo n, he 
po inted his disciples away fro m himself to 
Jesus, saying: ‘ Reho ld the Lamb o f Go d, 
and they fo llo wed Jesus.’ 
So standing fo r 
tlit* last time, where I have sto o d fo r seven 
yeurs in lo ve, w ith my trembling hand I 
po int yo u to the Fo rm that shall win the

o llo w Jesus ! ’ ”

A large congregation assembled iii the Ron- 
dout Presbyterian Church last evening to lis 
ten to the farewell sermon of the Rev. Dr. 
Irving Magee, who for seven years lias been 
Pastor of Hic Church anil by reason of failing 
health has resigned 
his 
pastorate. 
The 
occasion was 
an 
impressive 
one. 
Tile 
pulpit was decorated with 
cut 
flowers. 
Tho selections sung 
by 
the choir were 
appropriate. 
When the Doctor en vc the 
statistics of Pie work accomplished dur 
iiig 
the 
time 
of 
his 
pastorate 
many 
not before conversant with the fact were stir 
urised. 
One of the statements was that more 
loan one-half the present membership of the 
church society had united duriug his minis 
(rations. 
Another was that fi'2 families of 
those that had !>een added to the church con' 
gregation st ill remain. 
Tho Doctor took for 
Ids text the words found in I. John ii;18: "It 
is the Last Time ” and spoke as follows; 
"I,ast things aw always .serious and earnest 
things. 
To see the Inst of anything almost 
always brings with it a feeling of sadness. 
To turn over the pages of a book and say ‘I 
shall never open them a pain;’ to turn over a 
leaf of tile great book of life, and say, ' I shall 
never look upon that page again,’ awakens 
very deep Htid tender emotions. 
When Hie 
tilings we turn from art* associated with the 
highest and holiest experiences of our lives 
this feeling I incomes intense. 
There 
art* 
alout it emotions and depths of spiritual ex 
perience that transcend all ordinary moods 
and require us to dwell amid the loftiest mo­ 
tives and Hie strongest powers of the soul 
The captive 
despondency—the 
dear 
yet 
drooping recollection of all that has been— 
lite fond mid lofty aspiring* to I c more and 
better— fears anil dreads mingled with the 
finest anil most fascinating holies—these are 
annie of the deeper agitations that stir the 
heart anil piom nt no utterance as fair and 
picturesque as that which the Hebrew bard 
sang lo the accompaniment of Hie harp and 
Hie river: * If I 
forget Thee, O Jerusalem, 
let my right band forget lier cunning; # 
if I prefer not Jerusalem above my chief 
joy.’” 
• I recollect thedxv I left college, how .pans 
intr upon the lait eminence of vision, I looked 
bai k upon (bat fair valley Mnd Its surround 
ing bills, beautiful in their sum m er green. 
There twined the river, there drooped the 
elms, there reposed the village, there in the 
morning light gleamed the turrets of the col 
lege halls, and there remained the venerably 
aud noble men at whose feet I b a i listened to 
words of piocious wisdom

A large congregation assembled in the Ron- 
ilout Presbyterian Church last evening to lis­ 
ten to the farewell sermon of the Rev. Dr. 
Irving Magee, who for seven years has been 
Pastor of the Church and by reason of failing 
health has resigned 
his 
pastorate. 
The 
occasion was 
an 
impressive 
one. 
The 
pulpit was decorated with 
cut 
Rowers. 
The selections sung 
by 
the choir were 
appropriate. 
When the Doctor gave the 
statistics of the work accomplished dur­ 
ing 
the 
time 
of 
his 
pastorate 
many 
not before conversant with the fact were sur- 
orised. 
One of the statements was that more 
than one-half the present membership of the 
church society had united during his minis­ 
trations. 
Another was that G2 families of 
those that liad been added to the church con* 
gregution still remain. 
The Doctor took for 
his text the words found in I. John ii:18: “ It 
is the Last T im e” and spoke as follows; 
“ Last things are alwaysserious and earnest 
things. 
To see the last of anything almost 
always brings with it a feeling of sadness. 
To turn over the pages of a book and say ‘I 
shall never open them again;’ to turn over a 
leaf of the great book of life, and say, ‘ I shall 
never look upon that page again,’ awakens 
very deep and tender emotions. 
When the 
things we turn from are associated with the 
highest and holiest experiences of our lives 
this feeling becomes intense. 
'There 
are 
about it emotions and depths of spiritual ex­ 
perience that transcend all ordinary moods 
and require us to dwell amid the loftiest mo­ 
tives and the strongest powers of the soul. 
The captive 
despondency—the 
dear 
yet 
drooping recollection of all that has been— 
the lond and lofty aspirings to he more and 
better—fears and dreads mingled with the 
tiuest and most fascinating hopes—these are 
some of the deeper agitations that stir the 
heart aud prom pt an utterance as fair and 
picturesque as that which the Hebrew hard 
sang to the accompaniment of the harp and 
the river : ‘ If I 
forget Thee, O Jerusalem, 
let my right hand forget her cunning; * * * 
if I prefer not Jerusalem above my chief 
joy-” ’ 
“ 1 recollect the day Ileftcollege, how.paus­ 
ing upon the last eminence of vision, I looked 
hack upon that fair valley and its surround­ 
ing hills, beautiful in their summer green. 
There twined the river, there drooped the 
elms, there repospd the village, there in the 
morning light gleamed the turrets of the col­ 
lege hails, and there remained the venerabb 
aud noble men at whose feet I had listened to 
words of piecious wisdom. 
The sunlight 
and hope of all life lay before me, hut my 
heart was broken that I should look upon 
those faces and dwell among those scenes no 
more. 
There is a powerful guarantee in the 
universal 
laws 
and 
sensations 
of 
humanity, 
that 
when 
they 
look 
hack 
on 
the 
peace and 
gladness 
of other 
days, every bosom should fetch its heavy 
sigh and every eye should grow dim at the 
remembrance of tliem. 
There is something 
very sad in the thought that they shall he 
looked at no more forever.” 
“ Yet we are every day looking at men and 
things for the last time. 
We meet each other 
in the street, shake hands, say a friendly 
word, and then leave each other, and never 
meet again. 
Neither he nor I knew that it 
was ‘ tne last tim e.’ 
If we had, with how 
much more earnestness I would have spoken 
and he listened to the words of faith aud 
hope ! 
Always we are saying something, 
seiing something, hearing something for the 
last time. 
Perhaps I shall never again see 
some of your faces in this world. 
Oh ! you 
fo whom I have spoken so often the earnest 
word of cheer and hope and love and faith— 
faith in the vast unseen, the great eternal— 
perhaps I shall never speak that word to you 
igain. 
To how many this hour may ho ,‘tlie 
last time.’ ” 
But all our opportunities come to us as 
instants, that are here and are gone. 
And 
good, kind friends, this should not act upon 
us as depression; we may have in it a strong 
motive for exertion. 
Consider each thing 
you have to do us an opportunity which may 
never come again, and use it with the right 
spirit and with full fervency of will. 
For 
opportunities do not return. 
I have walked 
with you for seven years past. 
I have given 
vou many words of counsel; yet to-day it 
seems to me us if my soul were full of un­ 
spoken thoughts that I would pour into your 
hy>onis as a revenue of wealth. 
So rich 
would I have you he of all I have to give. 
I 
have walked with you as friends. 
I had an 
opportunity oí saying something true and 
important, and which I believe might have 
done you lasting good. 
But many times I 
did 
not say 
it. 
I thought 
you might 
not 
he 
ready 
to hear it. 
I 
thought 
a 
better 
time 
would 
come. 
I 
thought some time I would he dressed in a 
better spirit of Christ to say it. 
But the op­ 
portunity is gone; it will uever return. 
‘ it 
is the last tim e.’ 
Other opportunities may 
return, hut that one is forever gone.” 
“ Be faithful, then; he faithful! 
Use the 
opportunity—the flying hour—which never 
returns. 
And look to God for strength to 
use it rightly. 
If you think that what you 
can do or say is of little moment, remember 
in all you do for the uplifting of men aDd 
bringing the spirit of Christ to their souls, re­ 
member that by your voice God sneaks, and 
by your arm the Omnipotent toils!” 
' “ The fact that any lime * is the last tim e’ 
gives it a sudden importance. 
Conscious how 
habitually ii is that things of sacred duty slip 
away from us, I know for this ‘ last time ’ I 
may exhort vou to he earnest in your aspira­ 
tions for things holy and high,aud faithful in 
every struggle to achieve what duty points 
you to.” 
“ You do not forget, dear friends, the 
times when a glow of sacredncss has lighted 
up all the tires of your heart, and how speed­ 
ily they went out on your next exposure to 
the atmosphere of the' world. 
You may re­ 
member, when holding converse with some 
venerable pastor of former years, or with one 
of those m ighty dead, who still speaks in the 
precious iufluence he has left behind him of 
his holy and heavenly contemplations, you 
may remember how tliey exercised the charm 
that could abstract you for a brief hour from 
the frivolities of life, and pour into your 
minds the glory of those great truths among 
which they themselves lived. 
And how 
quickly amid the rush of events the remem­ 
brance of them passed away, and you stepped 
down to creep aud grovel as before on (he 
level of ordinary men. 
And when you knew 
that it was indeed ‘ the last time ’ that your 
eyas should be kindled by the fires of that sa- 
t ~ed eloquence, what would you not have 
give n 10 ri-’cal* 
tl,e sweet words sookon, 
But the opportunity was gone; it could never 
come agaiA 
. 
.

» In some u fter year- perhaps, you will re­ 
call a similar emotion, even respecting the 
words to which you have listened from a liv­ 
ing instru cto r-how ypu caught a frame of 
heavenly love from your ?unply being in the 
house of God—how some word of prayer 
lifted you near to the bosom of God or 
brought God down to sit with you in your 
sepulchre of sorrow—and how the lessons of 
piety came with a peculiar force upou your 
s p irit becnuse they quivered into your bo*ora 
from the sympathies of a heart that understood 
your own—which had sought refreshment for 
vou at the bleeding heart of Christ. 
God 
grant that you may not altogether forget 
Let not my words he drowned bv the hoarse 
m urm urs of the world. 
They will not come 
again. It is the ‘ last time.' But I would turn 
vour faces in this hour towards the lights of 
heaven. 
As life hurries onward to its close, 
as other events corte round and make way for 
the things that pass in busy succession 
through the circuits of your lives, do not 
altogether forget Hie teaching of these hours 
And after a procession of many feelings 
many deep and holy experiences, and some 
sincere regards, may you all pass with spirits 
wholly renewed into the presence of God."

“ The period of seven years which has 
gone brought to us much and much has it 
taken away, ju ris t came to u* to those years 


whenever truth came to us, whenever we saw 
clearly in our mind the reality of duty and 
love and religious life. 
Christ came to us 
then and spoke to our conscience and soul to 
convince aud persuade.” 
“ Christ came to us again when love came 
to us and we 
received 
or 
gave some 
sincere affection; when we were touched 
by 
more 
geuerous 
sympathies, 
when 
we were moved to a wider interest in the 
great brotherhood and a tenderer pity for the 
fallen. 
He came when we were moved to 
(io any good action; when we were able to 
submit more patiently to any disappoint­ 
ment, to bear meekly any censure, to go out 
of our way to help any sufferer. 
So, I trust, 
He has come to us. dear friends, during these 
9eveu years now passed into eternity.” 
“ How new is life ! 
A child is born unto 
you. 
His coming is a radiance of the throne 
of God. 
He is a wonder, a m iracle! 
So 
helpless and feeble, yet destined to an im- 
morlaf future. 
They make all things new in 
the world. 
They come into your families 
like angels descending from God’s throne. 
They are messengers from God Himself to 
the hearts of father and mother. 
1 have 
baptized 74 of these gifts of God since I have 
been your Pastor. 
God grant that ‘their an­ 
gels may always behold the face of our 
Father who is in heaven.’” 
“ And the new hirth—the birth of the soul 
unto the life of heaven—what a miracle is 
th a t! 
H ow new and strange ! 
How full of 
mighty facts and eternal hopes. 
I praise 
God to-day that I have been privileged to re­ 
ceive 245 new members into this Church 
since I took charge of it, averaging about 38 
per year of actual work. 
This is the great 
and essential work of the Church. 
Of these 
245, 26 have removed or died, leaving 219. 
218 remain of those in the Church when 1 
came. So one more than one-half of the pres­ 
ent members were brought into the Church 
by me. 
This is to me a cause of special grat­ 
itude to God, and I call upon my heart and 
all that is within me to bless and magnify 
His holy name. 
Aud what shall I say to 
you, oh children of my soul’a travail, in this 
‘last time ?’ 
My words cannot utter it. 
But 
if the All Father of Souls have a tenderer 
blessing and a sweeter light, to rest upon any 
of his children, may that fall upon your dear 
hearts. 
W ith my face toward heaven, I 
stand praying that it may abide upou you 
forever and forever.” 
“ Also over 62 families have been added 
to the congregation, who continue with 
us. 
And I 
wish 
to mention 
what 
is 
almost 
an 
unequalled 
thing 
in 
any 
church : Of those that have attended all the 
means of 
grace with us with any degree of 
regularity only three women above 14 years 
of age remain unconverted so far as I can 
think of them and not more than a dozen 
men. 
Probably not more than two dozen 
men in the congregation that are not mem­ 
bers. 
This is a condition rarely witnessed in 
any congregation. It is a source of great joy 
to me that the attendance upon worship lias 
continued up to the last as large as ever, ex- 
ci pt during the novelty of my first arrival 
here. 
The prayer meetings have been won­ 
derfully well sustained from first to last.” 
And the voice of the bride and the bride­ 
groom are still heard, ever new. in the land. 
I have joined in the bonds of holy m atri­ 
mony 28 couples. 
May the skies tie fair and 
blue above them, aud divine mercv 
arch 
them up to the portals of the 
beautiful 
gates.” 
“ How new death is also! I have stood with 
you in the sorrow of 102 funerals. 
O, sad 
death! (), sweet death! W e call it death, but 
it is God’s gift of a new life to each of us. 
It comes to us that our thoughts may not be­ 
come too fixed and that our life may not he 
too bard. 
It does for us, on a larger scale, 
what every night does for us. 
At the close 
of a day’s work night comes, bringing gen­ 
tle sleep, which lifts us away from our tur­ 
bulent existence, presses its soft hand on our 
hot brow and makes all things new within. 
It for a time releases the fettered soul. 
The 
anxious mother sleeps; aud her life,oppressed 
with cares, falls oil from her, and another 
life comes. 
She dreams of her childhood; 
she dreams of the old home at the brookside, 
and her heart grows young again. 
The old 
man sleeps and his hard routine of daily 
labor dissolves away into the soft elements of 
sweet repose. 
The man of affairs, held fast 
by unrem itting care, becomes in his sleep a 
poet and builds up a wholly different life of 
action and character; then awakes a new 
m an.” 
“ And what sleep is to every day, death 
may he to every life. 
At the close of life’s 
day. when death comes, we shall rise into a 
new atmosphere, pass up into another life 
with new truth to learn, new beauty to love, 
new work to do; to lie done without fatigue, 
itli ever increasing vigor aud delight, as we 
move onward. 
Death also shall make all 
things new.” 
“ The little child who went away from 
arth, not from your heart, has gone up into 
world where all things are new. 
You did 
not know how happy, it would he to Him; 
though bringing such sadness to you. Happy 
child—huppy all happy dead—gone up to a 
more congenial home than this grave-scarred 
arth can give, to better opportnnies than we 
could furnish, to larger hopes and surer 
faith. 
1 hid you joy! 
Oh, how many rare 
souls have gone out from us during my 
m inistry.” 
“ W hen you stood by the side of your loved 
ones and hade them, farewell, and said. ‘It 
is the last tim e,’ it was the last time, and the 
first time, too. 
It was the last time you saw 
them upon earth, hut the first time you 
thought of them in heaven. 
From that hour 
you have stood looking up into heaven.” 
“ Opportunity goes, hut inspiration comes. 
Time goes, but eternity comes. 
The human 
goes, the divine comes. 
The earthly Jesus 
goes, hut Christ in spirit comes. 
The world 
passes away, but heaven comes; the heaven of 
a sweeter love, loftier hope, more generous 
charity, making all things new and all things 
fair.” 
There is, therefore, no necessary sadness 
in 4 last tim es.’ The sun which is setting on 
our horizon is rising on a westward world. 
Every 
setting sun is also a rising sun. 
Every end is also a beginning. 
Every death 
is the commencement of another life.” 
“ If, then, wc look backward with tender 
sadness, and tears it may he, upon things 
past, it is that we may look forward on new 
duties.” 
I look hack to this day as I stand as 
Pastor in this pulpit almost for the last time, 
and I wish that my life could have been more 
and better for you. 
But sucli as it was I 
have poured it out freely for your sakes. 
I 
have been in the ministry 28 years. 
Nearly 
one-fourth of my working life I have given 
to you. 
I have given it freely, and have re­ 
joiced in giving it. 
W hatever I may not be 
able 
to 
say of my 
imporfect deeds— 
and they have been very defective—I can sin­ 
cerely say of my thoughts, 41 would not 
erase nor call hack one of them .’ They have 
been thoughts of love, from first to last, 
thoughts only of 
love. 
4 And my love 
abidcth wjth you.' ” 
41 You have been good and kind to me. 
There has never been, from a single one of 
all the congregation, one uukind word ever 
said to nje. And if through the frets nnd dis­ 
contents occasioned by my imperfect work 
or actions, any of you have ever spoken 
wprd§ of criticism of me to any other, I wish 
now to soy tbpt it isaspgrfecljy forgiven as if 
it never had been said. 
And it will tie a gieat 
joy for me always to remember every kind- 
nessdone me, 
And what I say for you I can 
say for the whole City of Kingston. 
And to­ 
day I reach forth my bands in benediction 
over it and say: 4 God bless you for it all.’ ” 
44 The 
themes I have 
tried most to 
dwell 
on 
when 
standing 
before 
you during my ministry here have been the 
high matters of eternity. 
I have tried to up­ 
lift you. 
Oh, do not fo rg et! I have pointed 
you to the high things of God. 
01), struggle 
to attain unto them 1 
If you should forget 
If you are no better for the words I have 
spoken, oh,bow paltry they will appear amid 
the solemn realities of the judgm ent day “ 
441 feel utterly unable to speak upon the 
m any tender topics that m ight be fitting In 
an hour like this, and can only trust you to 
understand the struggling feelings in those 
silent depositories of the heart where grati­ 
tude and good will to you shall ever spring 
fresh and sweet." 
44 Let me hastily say I will never forget the 
kindly 
beneficence 
which 
has helped 
to 
carry 
forward 
those 
works 
of 
piety 
and 
love 
which 
haye 
done 
most to grace and dignify the members of 
our lowly church. 
I will never forget the 
labors of that devoted band, who have been 
true In every trial and faithful in the hours 
of discouragement.

the welcome and kindm ss ¡hat have met roe 
upon every threshold. 
1 will never forget 
your patience and forbearance during the 
long trial of my m onths of weakness of 
the body, during which necessity compelled 
me to suspend my social visitations lo j our 
homes. 
I believe 1 have not neglected to at­ 
tend faithfully to the needs < f the sick, the 
dying and the sorrowing. 
I will never for­ 
get tiie indulgence and friendly regard and the 
innumerable evidences of deep aud sincere 
love of this congregation, and 1 beg to assure 
each and all that if there has been a cold look 
or distant manner from me, it was never the 
purpose oT my heart, hut due only to the ja 
ded and overborne condition of the bodj'. 
And when departing I gaze hack to this spot, 
then sweeter than to the eye are those tints of 
loveliness which the western sun stretches 
in golden clouds about it, will be the thought 
of all the worth, and the kindliness, and the 
noble reach of prayers that linger here.

So standing for 
the last time, where I have stood for seven 
years in love, with my trembling hand I 
point you to the Form that shall win the 
world, and say: ‘ Follow Jesus, follow Jesus, 
follow Jesus ! ’ ” 
Many persons were in tears at the close of 
the sermon. 
| Dr. Magee will preside at the communion 
service of the Church on Sunday morning. 
There will lie no preaching. 
In the after­ 
noon lie will make his farewell visit to tiie 
Sunday School.

Prin ter’s In k points out that in the large 
cities the billboard is rapidly declining in 
favor among theatrical advertisers. 
In the 
first place the boards, dead walls aud hoard­ 
ings are. as a rule, located in such remote or 
undesirable places as invalidate their potency 
for the purpose of convey ing information to 
a large number of people of the class that 
patronize the theatres. 
In the second place, 
posters to attract the ey e must possess a cer­ 
tain novelty of design, else they will be 
wasted utterly . 
In the third place, the news­ 
papers are a distinctly better and relatively 
cheaper form of giving publicity to mana­ 
gerial announcements. 
The poster is a relic 
of ignorance. 
It was only appropriate to the 
time when newspapers were scarce, and lim­ 
ited in circulation, and people used their ey es 
more than their intelligence for k eeping 
abreast of current events. 
Moreover, the 
number of persons that peruse a poster is en­ 
tirely problematical. 
The newspaper, on the 
other hand, actually reaches a large number 
of people. 
Increasing the price of Sunday newspa­ 
pers has decreased their sale somewhat in 
this City .
